Hospital  for  Women  and  Children  in  Madras,  and  Dr.  P.  M.  Naidu,  Professor  of 
Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology  at  the  Osmania  Medical  College  in  Hyderabad,  recently 
visited  the  clinics  of  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology.  They  were  also 
shown  the  work  in  the  Cancer  Clinic  and  the  gynaecological  operative  procedures 
carried  out  in  the  University  Hospitals. 

Miss  Hazel  Wilbraham  of  the  University  of  Rochester,  was  guest  instructor  in 
the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education  on  January  22  and  23. 

The  Departments  of  Geological  Sciences,  Geophysics,  Mining  Engineering  and 
Metallurgy  held  Open  House  for  Grades  XII  and  XIII  students  on  Friday  evening, 
February  19,  and  Saturday  morning,  in  order  to  provide  them  with  information  on 
career  opportunities  in  the  mineral  industries. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Hendry,  who  is  chairman  of  the  National  Committee  of  Canadian 
Schools  of  Social  Work,  announced  a Carnegie  Corporation  grant  of  $12,000  to  the 
Committee  for  a study  of  social  work  education.  This  project  will  be  directed  by  a 
Joint  Steering  Committee  composed  of  representatives  of  the  School  of  Social  Work, 
the  Canadian  Schools  of  Social  Workers,  and  social  agencies  employing  professional 
social  workers.

On  February  16  the  School  of  Social  Work  sponsored  a conference  with  execu- 
tives of  social  welfare  agencies  on  changes  and  developments  in  the  curriculum  of  the 
School. 

The  International  Association  for  Dental  Research,  Toronto  Chapter,  was  ad- 
dressed on  February  5 by  Dr.  Byron  Hughes,  University  of  Michigan,  on  “The 
Growth  of  a Child  as  a Whole,”  and  on  February  12  by  Dr.  Maurice  V.  Stack, 
Harvard  School  of  Dental  Medicine,  on  “The  Chemical  Nature  of  the  Organic  Matrix 
of  Dentin  and  Enamel.” 

The  Faculty  of  Dentistry  will  conduct  a continuation  course  in  the  subject  of 
Endodontics,  March  8-12,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  G.  C.  Hare.  The  guest  clinician 
will  be  Dr.  F.  D.  Ostrander,  University  of  Michigan.  A continuation  course  in  the 
subject  of  Orthodontics  will  be  held  March  17  and  18  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
D.  H.  Jenkins.  Dr.  E.  W.  Renfroe,  University  of  Illinois,  will  be  guest  lecturer. 
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The  School  of  Nursing  will  conduct  a refresher  course  on  “The  Nurse  and  the 
Art  of  Interviewing”  from  March  10-12. 


Appointments 

The  appointment  of  Herbert  R.  Rice  as  professor  and  head  of  the  Department  of 
Mining  Engineering  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  has  been 
announced.  Mr.  Rice  is  a graduate  of  Queen’s  University  who  has  had  extensive 
experience  in  mining  operations,  including  seven  years  in  Ontario  gold  mining  fields, 
three  years  in  Northern  Rhodesia  copper  mines,  and  six  years  in  India.  He  has  edited 
the  Canadian  Mining  Journal  for  the  past  three  years.  Mr.  Rice  will  assume  his  duties 
here  on  March  1. 

Burton  S.  Keirstead  has  been  appointed  professor  in  the  Department  of  Political 
Economy,  from  July  1st  next.  Professor  Keirstead  received  B.A.  degrees  from  the 
University  of  New  Brunswick  and  from  Exeter  College,  Oxford.  He  was  Professor  of 
Economics  at  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  from  1931  to  1942,  and  since  then 
has  been  Dow  Professor  of  Political  Economy  at  McGill  University. 

George  E.  Britnell  will  be  the  first  Harold  Innis  visiting  professor  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Political  Economy,  for  the  1954—55  term.  Professor  Britnell  was  educated 
at  the  University  of  Saskatchewan,  the  London  School  of  Economics  and  Political 
Science,  and  at  the  U.  of  T.  where  he  obtained  his  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  in  1934 
and  1938.  He  is  now  Professor  of  Political  Science  and  head  of  the  department  at 
the  University  of  Saskatchewan. 

Four  appointments  have  been  made  under  the  Harry  M.  Cassidy  Memorial  Re- 
search Fund.  Dr.  Nicolaas  Pansegrouw  will  be  the  first  Cassidy  Research  Visiting 
Professor.  A native  of  South  Africa,  and  a graduate  of  the  University  of  Stellenbosch, 
he  is  at  present  on  leave  from  the  United  Nations  Secretariat,  where  he  has  been 
serving  as  acting  chief  of  the  section  on  social  science.  The  other  three  awards  are 
grants-in-aid:  Roger  Marier  of  McGill  University,  for  a pilot  project  in  community 
planning  in  Quebec  province;  David  Donnison,  on  leave  from  the  University  of 
Manchester,  who  will  study  social  needs  and  services  in  a small  Ontario  community; 
Dr.  Albert  Rose,  for  a comprehensive  research  monograph  on  Social  Aspects  of 
Housing  in  Canada. 

Miss  Marion  Shiell  has  been  appointed  lecturer  in  the  School  of  Social  Work. 
Miss  Shiell  has  been  director  of  the  Social  Service  Department  of  Victoria  Hospital, 
London,  Ont.,  since  1952.  She  will  also  serve  as  admission’s  officer  of  the  School.
